A little girl ~~ eleven, was promised by her 
father a reward if she performed her task well, but 
threatened with severe punishment if she failed. She 
left home early in the morning, and, meeting s 
friend, said she was going on an errand. All at once 
she threw herself into the river. 

The suicides in children are remarkable for their 
sang-froid and premeditation. In all probability the 
sentiment of horror which exists in more advanced 
life, and frequently prevents suicide, is not found 
in children before the age of maturity. Up to a 
certain age children do not comprehend death. Many 
children die who are old en to know that they 
are about to quit this life without any expression of 
terror or despair. I have no doubt in my mind, from 
examination of statistics, as to the causes which may 
influence suicide in children, that the chief are punish- 
ment, ill-treatment, and defective education. 

The question, of course, arises as to how children 
should unished. With minor faults in boys I 
approve of the good old-fashioned plan of caning them 
on the hand. Out of this there can arise no great harm. 

USE PATIENCE BEFORE PUNISHMENT. 

For bad cases birch them, but remember that, if 
Dirching is carried to excess, it may result in injury 
to the spine. If it is necessary to give them lines, do 
nat make them copy out the same thing over and over 
again, which simply fills them with depression and is 
useless, but let them em loy their time copying out 
something which is useful, and will be to their 
advantage. 

In the case of girls, or, for the matter of that, in 
the case of boys, deprive them of some article of their 
diet. Stop their sugar or their pudding or their 
butter, but do not stop more than one thing, because, 
if the child’s diet is interfered with to an appreciable 
extent, the child will simply suffer in health, and 
become more fractious and less amenable to reason. 

Above overything, I recommend the scrious atten- 
tion of parents and teachers to each individual case.

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TWO RECENT INVENTICYS. 


A Humorous Article by W. L. ALDEN. 


Amona recent inventions there are two which 

deserve special mention, not only for the ingenuity 
which they display, but for the noble and philan- 
thropic purpose which evidently animated the in- 
ventors. One of these inventions has been already 
patented, and is thus iaiely before the public, The 
other has not been patented, but has been presented 
by its uailsatirop American inventor as a free gift 
to his fellow-men. 
_ The human baby has heretofore frequently called 
into action the ingenuity of inventors. Years ago 
some pred and great man invented the Baby Jumper, 
and thereby conferred a priceless benefit upon the 
nurseries of Europe and America. 

Strange as it may scem, the Baby Jumper has 

assed entirely out of use, and its name is hardly 

nown to the present generation. This may possibly 
be due to the fact that occasionally an infant, who 
had been placed in the machine and temporarily for- 
gotten by its mother, was found at the end of twelvo 
or twenty-four hours to be so thoroughly shaken up 
that no care nor skill could repack its internal organs 
in such a way as to induce them to work smoothly. 


HOW BABY CAN BE TAUGHT A LESSON. 
Still, a great deal of good was unquestionably accom- 
pl by the Baby Jumper, and the inventor’s 
memory is still lovingly cherished by tired nurses and 
the manufacturers of infants’ coffins. 

The invention of the Baby Pole is, however, a 
decided advance upon that of the Baby Sumper. This 
new device consists of a pole, which may be of almost 
any length, to one end of which ig affixed s series of 
straps so arranged as to hold an infant tightly, and 
yot without the infliction of pain. 

When it is desired to satisfy the longings of the 
infantile spirit for the chandelier, or the various 
fruits that grow upon trees, the baby is fastened to 
the pole, and then elevated until it can grasp the 
object of its desires. In this way a baby can be 
placed within reach of cherrics or crab-apples, or 
assisted to tho easy acquisition of the knowledge that 
a lighted chandelier is more satisfactory when merely 
looked at than it is when brought in contact with 
investigating and inexperienced fingers.

The other invention to which reference has been 
made, is intended to lessen the labour of the men 
who transport the harmless but self-willed pig to 
market. Nothing is more difficult than to inthis a 
drove of pigs to cross a gang plank into a cattle 
truck, or on board a steamer. Frequently, when the 
plank is crowded with these whimsical animals they 
will suddenly stand still, and refuse to move a single 
inch, though entreated with boots and hand-spikes, 
It is for such an emergency that the Pig Bouncer is 
intended. 

That admirable invention consists of a gang-plank 
divided in the middle into two equal sections, con- 
nected ther with a The section furthest 
removed from the cattle truck, or the steamer, is 
provided with a powerful spring, which, when released, 
throws it violently upward. When the plank is 
crowded with pigs, and it suddenly occurs to them to 
ause and reflect u the unwisdom of going any’ 
urther, the spring is touched; the after-part of the 
plank flies up, and the astonished Pigs are shot 
violently forward, filling the air with indignant but 
helpless pork. 


A USEFUL INSTRUMENT FOR THEATRES. 

A gang-plank fitted with this invention, and capable 
of holding fifty pigs, can thus cleared in an 
instant, and it is estimated that, were the Pig 
Bouncer to be introduced into the pork-packing estab- 
lishmonts of Chicago, a saving of time and profanity 
would be made which would go far towards ecounter- 
balancing some of the losses which those establish- 
ments have recently sustained in consequence of the 
reluctance of the public to consume sausages not 
wholly free from the suspicion of rats. 

It is hardly necessary to point out that, although 
the Pig Bouncer is designed merely for assisting the 
transportation of swine, it is susceptible of much 


wider uses. 

In a modified form it could be placed at the en- 
trance of our places of amrsement and employed to 
prevent the frequent jams that occur when a crowd is 
trying to force its way into a theatre.
